NOTE: The amendments change the scope of the claims by requiring two or more polymers in the films as opposed to 
one polymer. This require a further search to determine if this limitation would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The reference DE 196 15 820 has been withdrawn. 

"Mucoadhesive" is claimed broadly and all that is required to meet that broad limitation is some degree of adhesion. The prior art film 
would become sticky upon hydration and thus "mucoadhere" to at least some degree. Moreover, in regards to transmucosal delivery, this 
intended use carries no weight when determining the patentability of the instant claims. The type of active agents are not specified by the 
instant claims such that transmucosal delivery MUST occur. (Applicant could perhaps specify that the pharmaceutically active agent be 
able to cross the mucosa upon administration (without Introducing "New Matter") in order for the claims to be in possible condition for 
allowance). 

Accorlngly, all rejections are maintained in view of Schmidt. 

In regards to Keith et al., Examiner withdraws the statement "discloses polyvinylpyrrolidone acts as an odor masking substance". 
Nevertheless, it would still have been obvious to use a flavorant in order to provide improved taste. 

In regards to Story et al.. Applicant is using a piecemeal analysis. The reference discloses the benefits of using one or more surfactants 
as well as surfactants used to deliver pharmaceutically active agent. The benefits include improved solubility for the active agent when a 
mixture of surfactants Is used (col. 8, lines 9-11). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have used a 
mixture of surfactants to ensure the active agent was dissolved when making the films. 
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
